HIE first estate outside the coun­ 
ty of Loudon purchased by the 
council w as in Norbury. 
The 
site is thirty-one acres in ex tent 
and it situated a mile and a quarter be­ 
yond the county boundary. 
On this 
tra c t the council is erecting 762 cot­ 
tages w ith accom m odations for 5,800 
persons. 
The rents will range from 
$1.50 to $2.75 a week . 
The greatest progress has been m ade 
with the Totterdow u fields estate, in 
Tooting. On this tract of thirty-nine 
acres nearly 800 cottages have been 
com pleted and are occupied, aud the 
plaus call for a total of 1.244 cot­ 


tages. 
In this venture the London 
county council is investing $2,000,000. 
. 
The cottages are built of brick and 
stucco, with the roofs and chim neys 
surm ounted w ith the inevitable Eng­ 
lish chimney pot — as, of course, you 
k now, there is not a wooden structure 
in England. 
The cottages of Tooting are built to 
staud for hundreds of years, w ith little 
or any ex ternal repairs. 
The streets 
are paved, and w hen an Englishm an 
paves a street his grandchildren need 
not replace it. 
L et us enter one of 
these cottages. 
W e will first inspect one w hich rents 
for 12 shillings a week , or $2.88 in our 
money. This is a corner house, with 
light on three sides. In the rear is a 
yard and garden plot 38 by 55 feet. 
G arden truck grows all the year around 
iu this clim ate, and m any of the ten­ 
ants of Tooting have no difficulty in 
raising the vegetables required 
for 
their personal use. The housewife has 
all of the rooms needed in which to 
haug and dry clothes, and her husband 
can indulge his inborn desire to k eep a 
dog. All of this space is their own to 
do with as they please. The clothes are 
not covered w ith soot, and the dog is 
m onarch of all tha t he surveys.

The cottage 
is a tw o story one, with 
five rooms and a k itchen. The living 
room is 12 by 13 and the parlor 9 b^* 11 
feet. The k itchen is about 8 by 10, and 
* the three bedrooms average 100 square 
feet. 
The 
floors 
are of 
hardw ood 
throughout, and the sam e is true of the 
other woodwork . 
The walls are pa­ 
pered aud the ceiling calcimiued. The 
interior work com pares w ith tha t of a 
NewT York or Chicago flat 
which rents 
a t from $30 to $40 a month. All of the 
rooms have an abundance of light aud 
ventilation.

The housing w ork of the London coun­ 
ty council is under the direct charge of 
H. G. Burgess, w ho had served as m an­ 
ager since 1901. There is no civil serv­ 
ice—in the Am erican sense of the word 
I —in England. • Therefore w hen the 
! county council form ed a housing de­ 
partm ent aud w ished a m anager they 
! advertised for him. F or tw enty years 
i Mr. Burgess had been actively engaged 
I 


In the construction of . m iddle class 
dwellings. H e had served w ith distinc­ 
tion as m anager of three great private 
companies. The London county council 
decided tha t he w as the best m an for 
the place. They therefore offered Mr. 
The princess look ed at him w ith her 
j Burgess a certain salary, and after due 
consideration he accepted their offer. 
H e had just com pleted the construction 
of five large lodging houses for Lord 
Rowton, designed for providing better 
accom m odations for 
4,500 men. These 
structures are of the sam e type as the 
Mills hotels of New York , w hich are 
occupied by about 
1,500 m ale lodgers. 
Mr. Burgess is an ack now ledged au; 
thority on ’architecture and construc­ 
tion, a m an of decided ex ecutive ability 
and great energy. 
H e haa never been active in politics. 
He haa no political pull. Thouaands of 
men work under him, but he wields no 
political influence. Millions upon mil­ 
lions of dollars pass through his hands, 
but there is not the shadow of a suspi­ 
cion tha t one penny of It stick s to his 
fingers. H e receives $4.000 a year in 
salary. No partisan faction or individ­ 
ual aspires to supersede him. 
If he 
chooses, the position is his for life. The 
great municipal enterprises of London 
and other cities in G reat B ritain are 
filled by men of this type. 
In the course of a long interview Mr. 
Burgess thus epitomized the work and 
plaus under his charge: 
“A t an ex pense of about $5,600,000 


we have demolished thirty-six acres of 
dilapidated and insanitary buildings, 
which w ere occupied 
by 16,555 persons. 
Iu the place of these old structures we 
have erected model ones w hich accom ­ 
m odate 19,052 persona. 
H ouses and 
cottages for 7,025 persons have also 
been com pleted at an ex pense ex ceed­ 
ing $2,000,000. In additiou to this plans 
have been prepared and land purchased 
for 10.430 new tenem ents and 699 lodg­ 
ing rooms. 
These will afford accom ­ 
m odation for 71,055 persons, and the 
total cost, including the land, is esti­ 
m ated a t $10.oOo,i>OO. 
It will thus be 
seen tha t the London county council 
has provided and is providing for 15,- 
440 tenem ents aDd 1,848 lodging house 
rooms for 97,132 persons a t a total out­ 
lay of $23,694."So. 
These tenem ents 
contain one, two, three, four, five and 
six room apartm ents.” 
All of the fragm entary statem ents 
aud rum ors concerning the ex tent of 
the housing scheme planned by the 
London authorities sink into insignifi­ 
cance com pared with the plain facts 
and figures. It is not a reform ; it is a 
revolution. 
Closely allied with the task of hous­ 
ing the work ing classes of London is 
the problem of providing cheap aud 
rapid transportation for those who live 
iu these suburban houses built by the 
m unicipality. English capitalistic stu­ 
pidity well nigh reached its lim it at the 
hands of those men who found them ­ 
selves the owners of street railw ay 
franchises and plants. 
W hile private enterprise in the U nit­ 
ed States and in other countries w as 
eagerly pushing the work of discard­ 
ing horse traction for mechanical and 
electrical, 
the somnolent ow ners of 
such properties in G reat B ritain were 
blind and deaf to the splendid progress 
attained by inventors and engineers. 
Realizing tha t there w as no hope for 
an aw ak ening from this trance, the 
London county council w as not slow in 
tak ing advantage of an act passed by 
parliam ent in 1870, which provided 
tha t “w here the owners of a tram w ay 
(street railw ay) in any district are not 
the local authority, such local authority 
w ithin six m onths afte r the ex piration 
of a period of twenty-one years from 
the tim e w hen such ow ners were em ­ 
powered to construct such tram w ay 
aud w ithin six m ouths after the ex ­ 
piration of every subsequent period of 
seven years may, with the approval of 
the board of trade, require such pro­ 
m oters to sell thefn their undertak ing 
upon term s of paying the then value 
(ex clusive of any allow ance for past or 
future profits of the undertak ing) of 
the tram w ay, such value to be in the 
case of difference determ ined by a 
referee appointed by the board of trade 
on the application of either party.” 
There were fifteen private street rail­ 
way companies operating in the coun­ 
ty of Iaondon. The first one which had 
its franchise ex pire was prom ptly noti­ 
fied by the council tha t its plant would

private lines Is purchasable in 19 06. 
London’s lack of progress in street 
transportation Is best evinced by the 
f-c t that the first electric tramcar w as 
driven from W estm inster bridge to 
Tooting on May 
16, 19 03. On this date 
tens of thousands of miles of electrical 
railw ay were in paying operation in 
the United State» , and such m unicipal­ 
ities as M anchester and Glasgow were 
swelling their treasuries from the re­ 
ceipt« of publicly 
owned electrical 
street railway» . 
London has 
only one mile of tram ­ 
way to every 8 0,000 population, Glas­ 
gow on» 1 mile to every 11,9 00, Liverpool 
one mile to 8 ,400 and M anchester one 
mile to 5,600 peopl# .

DIXON LECTURE ASSOCIATION- 


REV. T. STARR KINO’S 
LECTURE. 


Of all the talented men who enter­ 
tained the peo ple of Dixo n nearly 
fifty years since, there was no mo re 
ro yal specimen of humanity, o f bril­ 
liant intellect, than the Reverend T. 
S tarr King of Bo sto n. 
The sterling 
virtues, 
fearless 
patrio tism 
he 
possessed impressed his listeners at 
o nce. 
He was a pro duct of th at Bo sto n 
literary center and in early yo uth, 
while preaching 
unltarianism with 
such m aster minds as E. H. Gbapin, 
Theo do re Parker (universalists) he 
wo rked in harmo ny. 
The Rev. Dr. 
B. 
H. Chapin (who also lectured 
befo re 
the 
Dixo n 
Yo ung 
Men’s 
Lecture Asso ciatio n in the winter of 
1856) wro te thus of T. Starr King 
when he sent him to preach to the 
students o f Cambridge: 
"H e 
never 
attended a divinity 
scho o l, |b u t |be is educated just the 
same. 
He speaks Hebrew, Greek, 
French and German, and fairly good 
English, as you will see. He kno ws 
naturaljhisto ry and he kno ws hum an­ 
ity: and if be kno ws man and nature 
he co mes pretty clo se to Go d.” 
A t th a t tim e Beecher was o rtho do x 
and Chapin a unlveralist preacher: 
but bo th good friends. 
When they m et by chance Beecher 
asked Chapin: 
“ Where are you go 
ing?” 
Chapin answered: “1 f you are right 
in what you preach, you kno w where 
I am go ing.” 
Chapin was*a graduate of Benning­ 
to n College, the same school th at 
graduated I Ro bert 
G. 
Ingerso ll’s 
father, 
T. Starr King was assisted 
by 
Chapin in the fo rmer’s yo uth. He, 
it was, who explained the difference 
—o ften asked—between unltarianism 
and universalism. 
The difference is 
this: 
“ Universalists believe th a t God 
is to o good to damn them, and uni 
tanans believe th a t they are to o good 
to be damned.” 
Mr. King had a deep, sweet voice 
th a t captivated his audience. 
A t the co mmencement of the civil 
war—the war fo r the unio n—he left 
New England fo r the Pacific co ast 
and a t his death in 1864 the legisla* 
ture o f Califo rnia passed a reso lutio n 
of regret in which he is spo ken of as 
“the man whose matchless o rato ry 
saved Califo rnia to the Unio n.” His 
effo rts o n the Pacific co ast were of 
marvelo us benefit to the cause of the 
Unio n. 


's u b s t an ce an d s h o w ’ 


was the title of bis, lecture here in 
Dixo n nearly fifty years ago and we 
believe o ur readers will take pleasure 
in reading a part o f what the great 
man said, as follows: 
Mo stlperso ns, do ubtless, if you place 
befo re them a paving-sto ne and a slip 
o f paper with so me writing on it, 
wo uld no thesisate to say th a t there is 
as much mo re substance in the rock 
than in the paper as there is in heavi­ 
ness. 
Y et they m ight make a great 
mistake. Suppo sing th a t the slip of 
paper co ntains the sentence, “ God is 
lo ve” * or,I “Tho u shalt love thy neigh­ 
bo r as thyseif” ; o r, “All men have 
mo ral irignts by reaso n of heavenly 
parentage,” then the paper represents 
mo re fo rce and substance than the 
sto ne. 
Heaven and earth may pass 
away, but such wo rds can never die 
o ut o r beco me less real. 
The wo rd “substance” means th at 
which stands under and suppo ^s any- 
thingijelse. 
W hatever then creates, 
upho lds, classifies anything which o ur 
senses | beho ld, tho ugh we 
canno t 
handle, see, taste, o r smell it, is mo re 
substantial than tbe o bject itself. In 
this way the so ul 
which vivifies, 
mo ves, and suppo rts tbe body, is a 
mo re po tent substance than tbe hard 
bo nes| and heavy flesh which in vita­ 
lizes. A | ten-po und weight falling o n 
yo ur bead affects you unpleasantly as 
substance, much mo re so than a leaf 
o f tbe New Testam ent, if dro pped in 
the same directio n; but there is a way 
in which a page o f tbe New T esta­ 
m ent may fall upo n a natio n and split 


it, o r infuse Itself into its bulk and 
give it strength and permanence. We 
sho uld be careful, therefo re, what 
test we ado pt in o rder to decide the 
relative stability of things. 
There is a very general tendency to 
deny th at ideal forces have any practi­ 
cal po wer. But there have been seve­ 
ral thinkers whose scepticism has an 
o ppo site 
directio n. 
“ We canno t,” 
they say, “attribute external reality 
to the sensatio ns we feel ” We need 
no t wo nder th at this theo ry has failed 
to co n^iDcethe unmetapbysical co m­ 
mo n sense of peo ple th a t a stone po st 
is inereiy a stubbo rn tho ught, and 
th a t tbe bite of a dog is no thing but 
an acquaintance with a pugnacious, 
fo ur-fo o ted co nceptio n. 
When a man 
falls do wn stairs it is no t easy to co n­ 
vince him that his tho ught simply 
tumbles alo ng an inclined series of 
perceptio ns and co mes to a conclusion 
th a t breaks his head: least of all, can 
you induce a man to believe that the 
sco lding of his wife is no thing but the 
buzzing of bis o wn waspish tho ughts, 
and her to o free use o f his purse o nly 
the loss of some go lden fancies from 
his memo ry. 
We are all safe against 
such idealism as Bisho p Berkeley rea- 


heavy. 
But really its substance is 
th a t which makes it an o ak, th a t 
which weaves its bark and glues It to 
the stem, and wraps Its rings o f fresh 
wood aro und the the trunk every year, 
and pushes o u t its bo ughs and clo thes 
its tWigs with breathing leaves and 
sucks up nutrim ent fro m the soil co n­ 
tinually, and ma» e the ro o ts clench 
tbe gro und wltn their fibro us fingers 
as a purchase against the 
sto rm, 
and a t last ho lds alo ft its to ns 
of 
m atter 
against 
the 
co nstant 
tug and wrath of gravitatio n, and 
swings it Brtarean arms in trium ph, 
in defiance o f the gale. 
Were it no t 
for 
this 
energetice essence 
th at 
cro uches in the acro nand stretches its 
limbs every year, there wo uld be no 
o ak; the m atter th a t clo thes It wo uld 
enjo y its stupid slumber; and when 
the fo rest mo narch stands up in bis 
sinewy lo rdliest pride, let the pervad­ 
ing life-po wer, and its vassal forces 
th at weigh no thing at all, be an­ 
nihilated, and the who le structure 
wo uld w ither in a seco nd to ino rganic 
dust. Sc every gigantic fact in nature 
is the index and vesture o f a gigantic 
force. 
Everything which we call o r­ 
ganizatio n th at spo ts the landscape of

He told how he expected to carry out 
his pledges made in his recent cam­ 
paign in Chicago to attain municipal 
ownership: of the benefits, as be con­ 
ceived them, of city control of public 
utilities, and closed with congratula­ 
tions to the local league on being pio­ 
neers in the movement in New York. 
H is speech was 
enthusiastically re- 
received. 
Recent agitation in New York for 
municipal ownership added Interest to 
J udge Dunne's utterances. J ames Gra­ 
ham Phelps Stokes, vice president of 
the league, presided, and Introduced 
Chicago’s may or-elect in a ten-minute 
speech. 
Shortly after he arrived here 
he said to reporters. ‘‘In my judgment 
in the second y ear of my term w e will 
have real municipal ownership in Chi­ 
cago.” 
Asked what tactics would be 
used in acquiring control of the rail­ 
way s, be replied: 
“ If it cannot be 
done by fair and just bargaining we 
will be compelled to resort tothe courts 
for 
condemnation 
proceedings, and 
they will be compelled to surrender the' 
utilities for the price that will 
be 
named In the verdict. 
“ If within a reasonable length of 
time after the trial, verdict and judg ­ 
ment the railway corporations do not 
surrender the utilities the people of 
Chicago will confiscate their property , 
run it in their own interest, and the 
railway corporations can resort to the 
court of appeals, but in the meantime 
the people will have possession. 
“ There are thirty -two Democrats in 
the common council, and thirty -eight 
Republicans. 
Six of the latter having 
openly declared themselves favorable 
to my policy I shall have the majority .
